1. FONOFF SOUTHWEST ASIA DIV CHIEF ENDO TOLD EMBOFFS AT 
RECENT US-JAPAN PLANNING TALKS THAT PAKISTAN HAS APPROACHED 
GOJ WITH REQUEST TO CO-SPONSOR UNGA RESOLUTION GUARANTEEING 
SECURITY OF NON-NUCLEAR STATES. PAKS ENVISAGE BROAD, VAGUE 
STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLE RATHER THAN ANY BINDING GUARANTEE. 
CANADA, AUSTRALIA, NEW ZEALAND, AND SWEDEN HAVE ALSO BEEN 
ASKED TO CO-SPONSOR RESOLUTION. 

2. GOJ BELIEVES PAKISTAN NEEDS RESOLUTION TO IMPROVE 
PSYCHOLOGICAL POSITION VIS-A-VIS INDIA AND TO REASSURE 
DOMESTIC POLITICAL AUDIENCE. THOUGH THEY REALIZE THAT 
STABILITY ON SUBCONTINENT DEPENDENT IN SOME DEGREE ON 
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REDUCING PAKISTANI CONCERN OVER INDIAN NUCLEAR CAPABILITY, 
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JAPANESE RELUCTANT TO GET IN MIDDLE OF INDO-PAK DISPUTE, 

AND CAUTIOUS ABOUT UNGA RESOLUTION. SO FAR, THEY HAVE 
LIMITED RESPONSE TO REQUESTING PAKISTANIS FOR CONCRETE 
DRAFT TO STUDY.
